Orchard confessed that it was he who 
killed Governor Steunenberg, and his

Haywood, 
M oyer and Pettibone. 
He confessed 
to being principal in more than twen 
ty murders that 
involved 
also the 
wounding of many persons and the 
destruction 
ot 
much 
property.

I retended to be penitent and to have 
received 
the forgiveness of heaven 
Lfore he appeared as a witness, blit 
the jury felt bound to hold him a per­ 
jurer when the lives of three men 
were at stake. 
Pardon for Orchard would be an 
outrage upon society and a mockery 
of justice. 
Neither would Orchard be 
benefited, for he would be despised 
end kicked about as a contemptible 
bulk. 
Murderer, liar, 
tfilef all 
by 
habit, is Orchard. 
W hat could move 
any board of pardons to set him free? 


W hen the senate was organiing for 
the special session there was a heap 
of talk on the part of a faction of the 
democrats, supposedly influenced by 
Secretary of State Bryan, to do away 
with the seniority rule governing Hie 
appointment of committees. 
The idea 
' as to deteat Senator Simmons for 
the chairmanship of the finance com 
rnittee, which carries with it the lead 
orship of the m ajority of the senate. 
Simmons was declared to be too con­ 
st r vat ive and was even classed as 
leactionary. 
Simmons won, and at 
the end of the fight for the apssage 
of the tariff bill h? receives the un- 
i stinted praise of the president and 
the compliments of lo th his political 
friends and foes. 
There have been 
senate leaders, but it is doubtful ’f 
there ever was one the equal of Sen­ 
ator Simmons. 


One of the interesting and import­ 
ant incidental features of the tariff 
situation in the present session was 
the statement by the president, on 
M ay 20, that “ a numerous, industrious 
and insidious lobby” was at w'ork to 
defeat the bill. 
The statement was 
received with shouts of derision hi 
some quarters, but it turned out to 
be a master stroke. 
Probably it did 
more than anything else to solidify 
support for the administration 
bill 
while at the same time the disclosures 
made before the lobby investigating 
committees of the two houses, while 
to a considerable extent unim portant 
.ave 
paved 
the 
way to legislation 
which no doubt w ill put the lobby un­ 
der proper control in the future. 


It is pretty generally agreed that 
the new tariff law will not materially 
reduce the cost of living; indeed, that 
it may not reduce it at all. 
This fail­ 
ure to demonstrate that the tariff is 
responsible for high prices w ill be 
met next winter, when the democrats 
v in try their hand at rural credits 
I* gisiation and at expanding the scope 
o ’ the new' bureau of markets in the 
department of agriculture. 
This new 
bureau should do something toward 
solving the problem of distribution— 
bringing Hie producer on the farm 
nearer the consumer in the city, and 
in proportion as this can he done, pub­ 
lic men say the cost of living will he 
brought under control. 
Meanwhile, 
an up-to-date rural credits law, based 
on the best European laws on that 
subject, should increase the farmers' 
profits and add to his energy and in­ 
dustry.
